This Office Action is responding to applicant's amendment filed on 5/12/2009. Claims 
9-20 have been cancelled.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the art of record when 
applied alone or in combination neither renders obvious a device for preventing transmission of 
bodily fluids during sexual relations from a first person to a second person wherein the device 
comprising all of the elements as recited in independent claim 1 including the second part 
includes a material that is designed to rupture upon ejaculation of the second person and further 
includes a stiffer portion configured to be at least partially disposed in the second person's 
urethra .
